DEATH OF JOAQUIN MILLER 


Poet of Sierras Unable to Complete 
His Last Great Task 

Oakland, Cal., Feb. 18.—Joaquin 
Miller, “the poet of the Sierras,” who 
has been ill at his home, “The 
Heights.” the past six weeks, suffer- 
ing from Bright's disease, died yvester- 
day afternoon. 

Mrs. Miller, and the poet's daugh- 
ter, Juanita, were at his bedside 
when the end came. Hard at work 
writing a six-volume life record, the 
poet, who was in his 71st year, had 
gradually grown weaker since his ill- 
ness. 

Cincinnatus Heine Miller was his | 
Christian name, and until he gained | 
fame as a writer he was held to his 
name. Years after he ran away from 
his home in Liberty, O., and when 
he was in California, he was thought 
to be the famous Joaquin Murietti, the 
Mexican bandit, and he was_ so 
pleased with the name that he gave 
up his name and became Joaquin.

The ex-president and his brother, 
Gustavo, were sent yesterday as pris- 
oners to the arsenal from which Felix 
Diaz had bombarded the city for ten 
days. Soon after their arrival there 
Gustavo Madero was subjected to the 
“fugitive law,” by which he was free 
to run under the rifle fire of his 
guards. He fell dead under their 
bullets. 

Gustavo Madero was generally re- 
garded as a much more powerful man 
than the president himself. After 
Francisco Madero had quarrelled with 
Vasquez Gomez, he and his brother, 
Gustavo, forced Jose P. Suarez to the 
front to take the position of vice 
president, although he was then lit- 
tle known.

Legislating on the Hair Trigger 


At a hearing before a legislative 
committee this past week, Repre- 
sentative Collins of Amesbury stated 
that because of the rush of the last 
Legislature. a member who was par- 
ticularly interested in the bill to make 


was permitted to move the previous 
question and thus shut out all objec- 
tionable amendments. Because of 
this action grave injury had been 
done to several cities and 
which were to be assessed by the re- 
vised act to carry out the beach im- 
provements. 

On the same day before the same 
committee a delegation of citizens 


appeared from Worcester to present | 
a case calling for state intervention | 


for the protection of Lake Quinsiga- 
mond in that city. At the head of 
the delegation was ex-Congressman 
Thayer, an old-time legislator, and a 
citizen of whom Massachusetts may 
always be proud. Returning to his 
home, Mr. Thayer objected stren- 
uously to the rapid-fire action of the 
legislative committee 
almost no attention to a proposition 
of great importance to the city of 
Worcester. 

Passing through the State House 
corridors on every legislative day, 


we are informed (and on several oc- | 


casions we have observed), that the 
distinguished Speaker (not armed 
with the short stick but with his 
brier pipe) goes from one end of the 
building to the other prodding va- 
rious committees and committeemen 


because of the lack of progress being | 


made in disposing of legislative busi- 
ness. 

For 100 years Massachusetts 
prided herself that every man has an 
opportunity to present his grievances 
that are amenable to legislation, to a 
legislative body for a fair and open 
hearing; to have his ideas 
into a bill, and have action taken up- 


manner. Because of this attitude we 
have justified for all of this time the 
length of the Massachusetts legisla- 
tive sessions. Abuses have come in 
connection with this opportunity 
granted to the frivolous, the freak, 
the crook and the crank, but no more 


abuses than always follow the free | 


opportunity for legitimate action, 
either in a legislative body or in any 
sort of an organization dealing with 
problems requiring action. 

For several years now, there has 
seemed to be but one purpose animat- 
ing those who have been in control 
of legislation, and that purpose is to 
see how short the session may be- 
come and how many bills 
killed. The great majority of bills 
introduced into the Massachusetts 
Legislature deserve to be killed, and 
there should be some plan inaugu- 
rated by which bills that have been 
defeated two or three years in suc- 
cession could not be brought up 
again without having been endorsed. 
and approved by some executive 
branch of the government represent- 


ed by some of the various commis- | 


sions, with recommendations that the 
Legislature take action upon them. 
In this way the Legislature would 
not be cumbered year after year with 
the hardy perennials, foolish in their 
inception, and of no importance save 
to voice the hobby of some single 
individual. ; 

But these reforms have nothing to 


do with the tendency which has taken | 


hold of so many of our legislators to 
treat almost with discourtesy many 
men who appear before them.

The man who goes to the Legislature, 
and succeeds in clothing in pictur- 
esque language his attack upon some 
great business gets the big headlines 
in the morning papers and secures the 
larger part of the time allotted by the 
legislative committee to the general 
hearing in hand. : 

We have a great abuse here, in the 
present attitude of those who insist 
that the first essential in conducting 
the Massachusetts Legislature is to 
prorogue in just so many days. The 
committee which can “point with 
pride” to “hearings on 167 matters” 
and goes over all of it in “29 days,” 
poses in the corridors of the State 
House as a hero in a great conflict, 
and is pointed to with pride by those 
who measure success in legislation 
solely along these lines. It is time 
this was cut out, and it is time that 
the men who have great problems, 
even in little communities, receive the 
old-fashioned courtesy and abundant 
attention which was formerly given. 

If we are going to continue to give 
full and free opportunity for men to 
present their problems in legislation 
before the Legislature, and these 


problems have increased so that they 


require all-the-year-round — sessions, 
let all-the-year-round sessions be 
held, and then if the public at last 
awakes and finds that there is a bet- 
ter way than annual sessions to deal 
with the legislative problems, we will 
have only one of these all-the-year- 
round sessions in every two years.

Hampton Meeting at South Church 


A good-sized audience gathered at 
the South church on Tuesday even- 
ing to hear the story of Hampton In- 
stitute, Hampton, Va. as sung and 
told by the representatives of the 
well-known school who were present, 

The Hampton quartet of singers 
pleased their hearers with their ren- 


dering of several of the old-time 
plantation melodies now so fast pass_ 
ing away. These songs, many of 
them weird and _ strange, coming 


down as an echo of the days of 
slavery and tinged with all the sad- 
ness, bitterness and longing and also 
exultation of the negro, have a pecul- 
iar charm when sung by the soft 
Southern voices, and the work of the 
four Hampton singers was no excep- 
tion to the rule. 

The quartet was accompanied by 
Dr. Turner, chaplain of the Institute, 
who was formerly a New England 
pastor, but who for a number of years 
past has been devoting his energies 
to the still further upbuilding of 
Hampton and the furtherance of 
what the school means to the negroes 
of the South. 

Dr. Turner gave a brief and inter- 
esting account of the events in the 
life of General Armstrong in Hawaii 
and later in the Civil War where he 
was in command of a colored regi- 
ment, which led to the ultimate found- 
ing of Hampton, and then traced its 
growth up to the present time. He 
outlined the work which is being 
done there, the opportunities which 
are opened to the young men and 
women who enter the school, and the 
great influence which the graduates 
are exerting among the ignorant and 
unprivileged Southern negroes. He 
closed with an appeal fer funds to 
help in carrying on the work of the 
school. 

There was also present a_native 
Zulu, Madikane Inandiyane Cele by 
name, who has been seven years in 
this country, the last four having 
been spent at Hampton, and who re- 
turns next fall to Africa to work 
among his fellow countrymen. In his 
rather amusing but excellent English 
cue told the story of his life; of the 
conversion to Christianity of his 
father, who was a governor under 
the king of the Zulus, of his own two 
years of studying with the white mis- 
sionaries, of his long seven weeks’ 
voyage to America, his final landing 
in New York, alone and absolutely 
ignorant of English, his work at 

Hampton, and his hopes and desires 
regarding his own people. His ad- 
; dress abounded with humor and was 
very much enjoyed by the audience.

HAND WORK EXHIBIT. 


November Club Furnishes Exhibition 
of Fine Specimens of Local 
Handicraft 


Under the auspices of the depart- 
ment of Social Science of the Novem- 
ber club, a very interesting and valu- 
able exhibition: of handwork of all 
kinds was given at the November 
clubhouse last Monday afternoon. 
The collection of articles, both mod- 
ern and antique, was remarkable for 
its extent and variety, as it included 
not only many beautiful specimens 
of the present day handiwork in all 
its many phases, but also a rare col- 
lection of old silver, and a display of 
many delicate bits of old-time finery 
fashioned with the wonderful skill of 
the past decades. 

The largest display was, of course, 
that of the needlework and crochet, 
and the large table in the center of 
the hall was indeed attractive with 
its beautiful embroideries and cro- 
cheted pieces. These included em- 
broidered collars, luncheon sets, 
lingerie, waists, covers, two babies’ 
dresses, Irish lace collars, ties and 
jabots, yokes, a waist, insertion and 
lace, many beautiful bits of filet cro- 
chet in pillow tops, bags, scarfs, five 
bed spreads; also, three much ad- 
mired bead bags; knitting, netting, 
tatting, Hardanger, darned lace— 
everything in crocheting from the 
fine baby Irish lace collars to the 
coarse pillows. 

On a nearby table was a very inter- 
esting collection of handmade rugs, 
some of the old-fashioned but ser- 
viceable and pleasing “hooked-in” 
variety, and others woven on hand 
looms; in another corner on a table 
covered with a handsome pair of 
home-woven portieres, were baskets, 
stools and other articles made by the 
sloyd classes in the public schools, 
making a very pleasing display; -on 
the opposite side of the room was a 
fine collection of fancy raffia baskets 
and trays, some of which represented 
the work of the Andover Guild chil- 
dren, and others of which were ex- 
hibited by various individuals. All 
of these were much admired. 

Another very attractive table was 
that on which the fine collection of 
jewelry was displayed. This includ- 
ed several very handsome chains and 
pendants, crosses, buckles, pins, rings, 
etc., of the arts and crafts work, as 
well at platters, trays, and individual 
nut sets. All proved to be among 
the most fascinating of the various 
displays. This was also true of the 
collection of rare old laces, of which 
there was a fine variety. Delicate 
mantillas and scarfs, as well as col- 
lars, yokes, and trimming were dis- 
played to excellent advantage. 

The art exhibit in one of the ad- 
joining rooms was also a very pleas- 
ing feature. Here were specimens of 
the excellent portrait work of H. 
Winthrop Peirce, the well-known 
drawings of William Harnden Foster, 
the colored landscapes and_ local 
sketches of Arthur G. Clark, the 
unique nature studies of L. D. Sher- 
man, and others. There were also 
fine displays of illuminating, engross- 
ing, kodak work, wood and leather 
painting, pastels, etchings, etc. Mr. 
Cannon’s collection in this depart- 
ment deserves special mention.

Home Rule for Ireland 


By a 106 majority the present 
House of Commons has passed the 
third reading of Mr. Asquith’s Home 
Rule bill. The House of Lords will 
not pass it, but by the new law, after 
the Lords reject a bill, the House of 
Commons by again passing the meas- 
ure at the next session of Parliament, | 
it will became law, because the Lords 
again throw it out. If 
the Tories can defeat the present gov- 
ernment before this time next 
year, and by appealing to the country 
find themselves by the vote of the 
people put into power, then the Home 
Rule bill for Ireland is lost. There 
has been so much said and written 
about this Home Rule bill by people 
who know little about it, especially in 
many of the American newspapers, 
that anything I can say may seem to 
be superfluous. 

Let me say here that I do not ob- 
ject to the bill as passed, as one of 
the clauses says that no state church 
can be establisned in Ireland and that 
no taxes raised for civil government 
can be given to any religious denom- 
ination. 

lt seems to be a_ general idea 
among Protestants that this Irish 
Hiome Rule bill is neither more nor 
less than the giving over of Ireland 
to the Roman Catholic church, and 
the (as | think) stupid conduct of the 
Ulster Belfast Orangemen is uncalled 
for. There was an election in Lon- | 
donderry last month, and London- 
derry, supposed to be the heart and 
soul of Ulster, elected a Home Ruler, 
The great orators and 
advocates of Home Rule were not all 
Roman Catholics; sure enough, Dan- 
iel O’Connell was a Roman Catholic. 
| give a list of Protestants who have 
been home rulers, more or less lead- 
ers of the country. Henry Grattan, 
Robert Emmet, Lord Edward Fitz- 
gerald, John Mitchell, John Martin, 
Isaac Butt, William Shaw, Charles 
Stuart Parnell were all Protestants, 
and many men not perhaps so prom- 
inent were not Roman Catholics. 

While not objecting to Home Rule 


| if the majority of the Irish people 


wish to have Irish affairs managed by 
a Parliament in Dublin, just as the 


| Canadians do in Canada, that is their 


attair and no one can object to such 
an arrangement. Yet even if Home 
Rule will do all that some folks 
claim that it will do, it will not make 
potatoes grow unless they are plant- 
ed and hoed and cared for after being 
put into the ground. 

Just as in this country, whether 
with Wilson or Taft or Roosevelt we 
must just rise in these cold mornings 
and go to the mill, the farm or the 
store and attend to our part of the 
business. I do not believe that Home 
Rule in Ireland will do all the good 
that many people think it will do. 
When John Redmond spoke in the 
House of Commons the other day, his 
brilliant speech which even his op- | 
ponents admired, was like everything 
human and had weak points in al 
For example, when he said that the 
millions of Irish people in Canada. 
Australia and in the United States 
were driven from their country by 
the misrule of the British govern- 
ment, he simply may have said what 
he believed to be true. Let me just 
ask Mr. Redmond if the British gov- 
ernment brought on the potato dis- 
ease of 1847? In reading about the 
state of Ireland at the time of her | 
union, or forced union if you will, 


+ 


oer 
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with England and Scotland, what do 
we find was the state of the country? 
The majority of the people were liv- 
ing in hovels with a hole in the roof 
to let out the smoke of the turf fire, 
half a dozen children, the pig and the 
goat and the donkey, ready to re- | 
ceive visitors. I am painting no 
fancy picture. I have been in scores 
of these Irish cabins and have been 
hospitably treated and enjoyed the 
potatoes and the drop of goat’s milk 
given with a kindly smile by the | 
honest housewife. 

The great trouble in Ireland has , 
been about the land question, or 
rather as to the tenure of these little 
farms. The mode in Scotland as to 
the tenure of farm lands has been of 
quite a different kind. Scottish farms 
are let for a definite term of years, | 
generally twenty-one years of a lease. | 
At the end of these twenty-one years 
the tenant has no more right to the | 
land than a tenant has to a house he } 
has. leased for a year. The Irish peo- 
ple, instead of this definite mode, had 
an uncertain and as I think unbusi- | 
nesslike way. Many of these little | 
farms were let during the life of the 
tenant, or during the life of the own- 
er, often during the life of the reign- 
ing king or queen. It needs no 
wizard to see the uncertainty of this 
during-the-life-of-so-and-so letting of 
farms. I must not digress more about 
this vexed land question just now, 
but may muse later and have my say , 
about it. 

The versatile mayor of Boston a 
few years ago visited his native 
country and told the Boston folks 
that he saw the thatched-roof cabin 
he was born in, and like Mr. Redmond 
tried to blame the British govern- 
ment for allowing the singer of 
“Sweet Adeline” to be born in such 
a hovel. 

Before the union with England, 
when there were four kings in Ire- 
land, one in Ulster, one in Munster, 
one in Leinster and one in Connaught, 
these little cabins existed. It will not 
do to put the blame of the late row | 
in Mexico on Julius Caesar! 

The greatest blunder the British 
government committed was in forc- 
ing the Episcopal church as a state 
church on the Irish people. Glad- 
stone, a lover of the Episcopal church, 
saw the folly of this, and after a 
great deal of hard work freed Ireland 
from the stigma of supporting a 
church she hated. 

A Scotchman does not think when 
he goes to Australia or Canada that 
the misrule of the government has 
been the cause of his leaving his na- 
tive glen, nor does he ever think that 
Scotland is in any «way inferior to 
England or Ireland. On the contrary, 
he rejoices to know that by the union 
of Scotland with England, it gives 
England and all her colonies as his 
birthright. 

An Irishman drinks in a_ bitter 
hatred of the English government 
with his mother’s milk, and it is dif- 
ficult to change an inherent chronic 
disease. 

I suppose that the mayor of Bos- 
ton knows that there are scores of 
‘eserted farms in New Hanipshire. 
Do we blame the American govern- 
ment at Washington for these farms 
being deserted? No; with all our 
faults we are not altogether insane, 
and just say that the people who 
lived on these deserted farms are 
either dead or have got what they 
suppose to be a better job. o

Millinocket, Me., Feb. 20.—The 
most violent disorders since the be- 
ginning of the strike of firemen and 
enginemen on the Bangor and Aroos- 
took railroad occurred here when the 
men who have displaced the strikers 


were driven from the town by strike 
sympathizers. 

When the strikebreakers came into 
town last night they were surrounded 
by a crowd of men who jeered them 
for taking the places of the old em- 
ployes. The taunts were answered, 
a melee followed, and then the strike- 
breakers, outnumbered, fled. Crowds 
chased them for a mile, under a rain 
of eggs, stones and sticks, until the 
men sought shelter in the railroad 
station.

House Passes Bill Appropriating 
$180,300,000 For Pensions 
Washington, Feb. 49.—The largest 
pension bill ever reported to congress, 
carrying appropriations aggregating 
$180,300,000, was passed by the 
house, 319 to 40, with an amendment 
which will make necessary an addi- 
tional appropriation of more than $1,- 

000,000. 

A motion to strike from the bill a 
paragraph providing that after July 1, 
1913, no pension should be paid to a 
non-resident not a_ citizen of the 
United States, except for actual disa- 
bilities incurred in the service, was 
carried, 154 to 112. 

It is estimated that something over 
$1,000,000 is paid annually to veter- 
ans who would have been barred by 
this paragraph.
